2. Claims 51-65 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Banin'453.

The amendments and remarks filled by Applicants in their last response have been fully 
considered. Claims, however, remain unpatentable in view of the above grounds of rejections. 
Claims 40-50 have been allowed in view of the applicants arguments.
